Thunder, rainstorms and 
lightning were not enough to 
stop Team GB bagging a silver 
medal in the women’s road 
race even if the men’s hopes 
were punctured. 

But the real stars of the 
Olympic cycle road race 
were the thousands of sup¬ 
porters who took to the 
streets of south-west London 
and Surrey on Saturday 


and Sunday. 

Roads were transformed by 
national flags, colourful outfits 
and huge eruptions of noise 
and emotion. 

Many waited for hours over 
the two days to cheer the 
British athletes on as they fi¬ 
nally whizzed past in a blink- 
and-you-miss-it moment. 

Ida Whead, 81, a former 
nurse said: “We have to sup¬ 


port them all rain or shine 
whatever the weather.” 

The streets of Leatherhead 
were packed with supporters 
young and old as the teams 
raced back towards London 
following their gruelling cir¬ 
cuits of Box Hill. 

Lizzie Armitstead, who only 
took up cycling at the age of 
16, was ahead on Sunday as 
she powered back through

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Baby drowned after 
being left in the 
bath while drunk 
mum chatted with a 
neighbour outside 


A drunk mother who chatted with 
a neighbour while her baby 
drowned in the bath has been 
jailed for nearly four years 

Danielle Reeves left her 
11-month-old son Frankie Joe 
with her two-year-old son Alfie, 
unattended in the water for up to 
45 minutes after getting drunk on 
vodka. 

When the 24-year-old went back 
inside, she found Frankie Joe, who 
was just days from his first birth¬ 
day, underwater. 

Reeves of Stirling Drive, Cater- 
ham, took him to neighbours

pretending he had suffered a fit 
and then lied to medical staff, say¬ 
ing she had only turned her back 
for a couple of minutes. 

Reeves, who cried throughout 
the sentencing, had admitted the 
manslaughter of Frankie Joe at 
an earlier hearing. 

She began howling as she was 
jailed for 45 months. 

It is not Reeves’s first time 
before the courts. 

In December 2006, Reeves, then 


living in Banstead, was acquitted 
of murdering 30-year-old Luke 
Salisbury in a “happy-slapping” 
group attack in Epsom, for which 
two people were later convicted. 

Fitness instructor Mr Salisbury 
was stripped naked in his flat and 
repeatedly kicked in the head, 
while the attack was filmed on a 
teenager’s mobile phone. 

During the assault Mr Salisbury 
was dragged out of the flat in Oaks 
Square, down a flight of stairs and 
left in the hallway of the block. 

Guildford Crown Court heard 
on September 12 last year, two 


neighbours were in the communal 
area when they were joined by 
Reeves. 

Prosecutor Ruby Selva said: 
“They saw the defendant’s part¬ 
ner leaving and within minutes 
Miss Reeves came out of her flat. 

“Miss Reeves said she was 
p*****, she had had one too many 
and had been drinking vodka. 

“She told them she and her 
partner had split up as he was 
too old and she was young and 
wanted to do silly things.

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Mum left baby to drown 


Neighbours claim extra bins 
are blight on neighbourhood

“At this time neighbours 
could hear toddler Alfie 
screaming, which was not un¬ 
usual.” 

After returning inside, she 
almost immediately came 
running out again screaming, 
with a naked and wet Frankie 
Joe. 

The court heard that when 
paramedics arrived at the ad¬ 
dress in London Road, Red- 
hill, one had to stop the mum 
getting in the way.Miss Selva 
said: “Miss Reeves said 
words to the effect her two- 
year-old had dunked his head 
in the bath, that she had only 
been away for two minutes 
and that he had a habit of 
doing so.” 

At hospital Reeves gave sev¬ 
eral doctors a false account of 
what had happened. 

“When her partner arrived 
he immediately blamed her 
for what had happened and 
when her brother was con¬ 
tacted, his response was ‘was 
she p******’?” 

The baby died in hospital on 
September 16 last year, the 
day after his first birthday. 

The court heard neighbours 
had told police about Reeves’s 
heavy drinking and cannabis 
smoking, with one calling 


social services after smelling 
cannabis coming from her 
flat the same day she re¬ 
turned home from hospital 
after giving birth to Frankie 
Joe. 

Aisling Byrne, defending 
Reevessaid: “It is her fault. It 
was no one else’s and she 
blames no one and nothing 
else for the loss of her son. 

“That is something Miss 
Reeves will continue to con¬ 
front for the rest of her life.” 

Judge Christopher Critch- 
low told her: “You totally 
abandoned your responsibili¬ 
ties as the mother of a baby at 
bath time. 

“You completely overlooked 
the risk to him of being unat¬ 
tended and not just for a mo¬ 
ment or two, but for a very 
long time. You have been a 
user of cannabis and were 
using it at this time. 

“You were undoubtedly af¬ 
fected by alcohol on that day. 
I am quite satisfied if you had 
not been so affected this 
tragedy would not have oc¬ 
curred. 

“You didn’t go and check 
what was happening and that 
was criminal neglect for the 
welfare and safety of your 
sons and so it was Frankie 
Joe died, and you will have to 
live with that.”

Ugly new recycling bins are 
turning attractive residential 
streets into eyesores, accord¬ 
ing to angry residents. 

Ann Clark, of Talisman Way, 
Banstead, contacted the 
Epsom Guardian to complain 
she and her neighbours now 
have five bins for different 
types of waste outside their 
homes. 

Reigate and Banstead Coun¬ 
cil is rolling out a new refuse 
collection service this summer 
for households with individual 
wheeled refuse bins. 

Homes in the borough 
already have one bin for refuse 
and one for paper and card¬ 
board recycling but another 
three bins were delivered to 
homes in the street last Thurs¬ 
day - two for food waste and 
one for mixed recycling. 

The food waste, and paper 
and cardboard recycling will 
be collected weekly, with the 
refuse and mixed recycling to 
be collected every other week. 


Mrs Clark said she called the 
council asking them not to de¬ 
liver any more “unsightly and 
unnecessary bins” and that 
many neighbours had done the 
same. 

She said: “Just as the 
Olympics start and we are 
hosting all these countries, the 


front of our houses are littered 
with all these bins. They look 
awful and are such an eyesore. 

“It seems our green and 
pleasant land is to be blighted 
yet again by an unsightly at¬ 
tempt to have taxpayers do the 
council’s job for them without 
any realistic understanding of 


the lack of storage space in 
which to keep these ugly bins 
from sight. 

“Everybody is absolutely up 
in arms about it. 

“It should be the job of the 
council to separate different 
types of rubbish at the dump.” 

But a council spokeswoman 
said: “The council is respond¬ 
ing to demand and reducing 
pressure on future council tax 
rates through the income the 
new service will generate. 

“Residents have a responsi¬ 
bility to manage their waste - 
we are providing this new ser¬ 
vice which will help them do 
this in a way which reduces the 
environmental and financial 
impact of their waste. 

“Residents calling the coun¬ 
cil about the new service are 
overwhelmingly positive about 
the opportunities to recycle 
more of their rubbish. 

“We appreciate there will be 
a small number of places 
where storage may be a 
genuine concern and in these 
situations we ask people to 
contact us to discuss options.”

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Cook to dish 
up final meals 


The Cook shop in Epsom is closing 
down this month after the company 
decided it was not a sufficiently 
profitable location. 

The store, which produces high- 
quality ready meals, will be closing 
its branch in the Ashley Centre on 
Saturday, August 25, just months 
after Waterstone’s shut there to the 
dismay of residents. 

But Edward Perry, Cook’s founder, 
denied rumours it was due to a 
proposed rent hike. 

He said the shop’s 10-year lease 
had come to an end and that it 
had decided some time ago not to 
renew it as there were “more prof¬ 
itable locations” for the shop to 
trade. 

He said: “Epsom was one of our 
first shops and our customers have 
been incredibly loyal to us over the 
years so it is with obvious sadness 
that we have had decided to close 
the shop. 

“We hope customers will come and 
see us at our Banstead, Dorking or 
Weybridge stores and as a little 
thank you to Epsom customers, 
we’re offering 20 per cent off until 
we close.” 

David Beddows, general manager 
of the Ashley Centre, said: “We are 
very sad to see Cook go. 

“The Ashley Centre is looking for¬ 
ward to the new 10,000sq ft flagship 
H&M store opening in August, and 
the H&M Kids store shortly after. 

“New Look will be launching its 
re-fitted store in August and we 
continue to have discussions to 
bring new retailers to Epsom.”

Tap is not a 
happy meal 

A McDonald’s diner got more 
than he bargained for when 
he ordered a cooling Coke last 
week. 

Luke Rouse visited the store 
on Epsom High Street last 
Thursday on the eve of the 
Olympics at which the fast 
food chain is the official 
restaurant. 

When he got towards the 
bottom of his drink he was 
disgusted to discover part of a 
plastic drinks tap lurking at 
in the cup. 

The 23-year-old said: “I 
thought at first that it was a 
piece of ice in my drink which 
hadn’t melted, but when I fin¬ 
ished the drink I saw it was a 
dirty bit of the tap. 

“I went back and showed it 
to the staff, but they said all 
they could do was apologise. 

“It’s disgusting. I don’t 
know where that tap’s been 
and I could get ill from this.” 

A spokeswoman for McDon¬ 
ald’s said that Mr Rouse 
would be contacted by its cus¬ 
tomer services team and 
would receive a full written 
apology. 

She said: “We are sorry for 
this isolated lapse in our 
usual high standards. 

“Hygiene and safety is a pri¬ 
ority at McDonald’s.” 

As a major sponsor of the 
Olympic Games, McDonald’s 
has an exclusive right to sell 
chips on their own in and 
around the Olympic venues.

Concerns a historic horse 
racing yard could become 
a conference centre are 
unfounded according to the 
local MR 

Epsom and Ewell Council, 
which owns Downs House in 
Epsom, took Philip Mitchell to 
court and got a judgment forc¬ 
ing him out last month. 

Mr Mitchell’s family has 
been training racehorses there 
for 48 years - and it was once 
the home of Eclipse, a thor¬ 
oughbred from whom 95 per 
cent of today’s bloodstock is 
descended. 

The council decided not to 
renew Mr Mitchell’s lease in 
2007, and a judgment at Guild¬ 
ford County Court in June 
gave him a month to leave. 

But Mr Mitchell has now 
gone to the High Court for 
leave to appeal the decision. 

The council has refused to re¬ 
veal its plans for the building 
until the legal process has 
ended.

He said he did not believe 
there was any need to worry. 

He said: “There is no road 
across the Downs and I don’t

ly. Downs House needs a new 
trainer who can establish a ca¬ 
reer there. 

“There has been a big issue of 
racing stables being abolished 
in the area in the past, but the 
council has always been sup¬ 
portive of the need to keep sta¬ 
bles in the racing industry so it 
would be inconceivable to 
think that it would abolish one 
that it actually owns.” 

But Mr Mitchell said: “They 
have secured the place and no 
one knows what they are doing 
with it. If the council had any 
interest in keeping Downs 
House in racing, they would 
have negotiated with us as we 
have been here for 48 years. 
The trainers are literally up in 
arms about it.” 

Caroline Baldock, chairwom¬ 
an of the Epsom Equestrian 
Conservation Group, who 
launched a petition to save 
Downs House last month, said: 
“We have had quite a few sig¬ 
natures for the petition. The 
response has been interesting 
as we have caused quite a stir.”

Residents concerned 
over 'abandoned’ filly 


A horse that appeared mysteri¬ 
ously after the Epsom Derby is 
not at risk or abandoned accord¬ 
ing to the RSPCA, despite a 
wound in its side. 

Worried residents have feeding 
the horse, which was left on dis¬ 
used land in Chantilly Way. 

The animal is white with black 
and brown patches and has been 
nicknamed Chantilly Filly. 

The RSPCA has confirmed that 
the horse had been left in Ruxley 
Lane earlier in the year - prompt¬ 
ing complaints from residents. 

Two horses had been left there. 
The second horse was retrieved by 
its owner in May when work got 
under way to prepare the Ruxley 
Lane site, which is home to Ruxley 
Church, for a £2.8m development.

Jackie Coleman, who lives in 
Livingstone Park, visits the horse 
in Chantilly Way regularly, said: 
“The locals are keeping an eye on 
it. I will take it a bag of apples and 
other people feed it too, but that’s 
not enough. 

“It has been there since the 
Epsom Derby and we’ve had a mix¬ 
ture of weather since then and it’s 
had no shelter. 

“It’s left out in the rain and in the 
scorching heat. It is sad that after 
two months the horse is still there. 
Maybe it longs to be with other 
horses as it often looks longingly 
over the fence towards the stables 
opposite.” 


But a spokeswoman for the 
RSPCA said its officers have visit¬ 
ed the horse four times and that it 
is being fed by its owner. 

She said: “It is not an aban¬ 
doned horse. We know who the 
owner is and have been in contact 
with them whenever there’s been 
a need to, and the police are deal¬ 
ing with them too. The landowner 
is also in contact with the owner. 

“The horse had a wound in its 
side, but it’s healing nicely and 
the horse is healthy. We have no 
concerns about its welfare. It’s 
not without food or water. 

“The owner is looking after the 
horse. It’s not ideal, but on the 
whole list of welfare issues to do 
with horses, this is a minor 
issue.”

Worcester Park Councillor, 
Roger Roberts, said: “We know 
residents have serious con¬ 
cerns about traffic and parking 
and they will expect that to be 
considered carefully.”

Living with wolves 


The life of hunted wolves has been 
experienced first-hand by the 
founder of a wildlife charity. 

Simon Cowell, of Leatherhead- 
based charity Wildlife Aid Foun¬ 
dation, has just returned from a 
fact-finding mission in northern 
Russia to study the plight of the 
animals. 

The trip was filmed for television 
series Wildlife SOS and was hosted 
by biologist and wolf expert 
Vladimir Bologov. He has made it 
his life’s work to study wolf ecolo¬ 
gy, rescue and care for orphaned 
wolf cubs then release them into 
the wild in a ‘safe zone’ where they 
cannot be hunted. 

Mr Bologov’s wolf rescue cen¬ 
tre in the Central Forest Nature 


Reserve, in Russia’s remote Tver 
region, 500km north-west of 
Moscow, is one of the few places 
where wolves are safe. 

Elsewhere in Russia, hunting 
and killing the majestic creatures 
is legal, and even encouraged, 
with bounties offered for the cap¬ 
ture of wolves dead or alive. 

Mr Cowell said: “Many of the 
wolves at Vladimir’s centre have 
had to be either rescued or bought 
from the hunters themselves. 

“This is an appalling situation, 
but without Vladimir and his team 
there would be no one preventing 
wolves being wiped out in north¬ 
ern Russia.” 

He added: “His organisation 
has a similar approach to the 


Wildlife Aid Foundation in that 
both organisations believe that 
wild animals belong in the wild, 
not in captivity. 

“Vladimir’s policy is to ensure 
that human contact with the wolf 
pups is kept to the minimum nec¬ 
essary and that the cubs’ time in 
human care must be as short as 
possible. 

“Pups are released only when 
they are strong enough to support 
themselves in the forest. 

“It has been a great privilege to 
spend time with Vladimir and his 
fellow wolf conservationists. I 
found him to be a kindred spirit.” 

The programme will be broad¬ 
cast later this year on the Discov¬ 
ery Channel Animal Planet.

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Volunteer-run library 
plans delayed again

Controversial plans for 10 Surrey 
libraries to be run by volunteers 
face fresh delays - one week after 
they were approved by council¬ 
lors for a second time. 

At a cabinet meeting of Surrey 
County Council (SCC) on July 24, 
councillors again voted for the 
“lesser-used branches” - which 
include Ewell Court, Stoneleigh 
and Tattenhams - to be run by 
trained volunteers by April 2013. 

But, members of SCC’s Com¬ 
munities Select Committee have 
demanded the decision be ‘called- 
in’ for further scrutiny - on the 
basis that the decision was irra¬ 
tional and unreasonable, and be¬ 
cause of the public outrage 
which followed it. 

Opposition councillors said 
there was no adequate justifica¬ 
tion for the decision, with Lib 
Dem and Residents’ Association 
councillors also arguing there 
had been no council scrutiny of 
the plans since they were ruled 
unlawful by the High Court in 
May, or since the council’s ad¬ 
mission that they would not save 
money.

Mike Alsop, chairman of cam¬ 
paigning group Surrey Libraries 
Action Movement (SLAM), said: 
“The library plans remove paid 
staff but save no money, despite 
cost-saving being the justifica¬ 
tion of the plans all along. 

“Residents and potential li¬ 
brary volunteers have been an¬ 
gered that they have been 
hoodwinked by the council. 

“Library after library has come 
out and asked for changes to the 
policy so that they can make it 
work but they have all been 
ignored. 


“It is right, therefore, that the 
library decision has been called- 
in.” 

The special meeting of the 
Communities Select Committee 
will take place on August 16 at 
10am at County Hall, Kingston. 

SCC’s leader Councillor David 
Hodge, volunteers, members of 
volunteer steering groups and a 
SLAM representative will be 
called as witnesses. 

Under its constitution, SCC 
cannot not make any moves to 
implement the plans until the 
scrutiny process is complete.

A woman has criticised a Su¬ 
perdrug store for wrongly ac¬ 
cusing her of being a 
shoplifter and then offering 
her vouchers to compensate 
for her public humiliation. 

Kim McFarland, 48, and her 
13-year-old son were subject¬ 
ed to the embarrassing ordeal 
by the Superdrug store in 
Banstead High Street in April. 

Ms McFarland, who lives in 
Mitcham but regularly visits 
her sick mother in Banstead, 
paid for shower gel, took her 
receipt and left the store. 

But she was followed by po¬ 
lice officers who informed her 
that staff at the shop believed 
she had stolen jewellery. 

With no security alarms 
having gone off as she left the 
store and CCTV footage prov¬ 
ing her innocent, Superdrug 
admitted it had made a 
mistake. 

But Ms McFarland was dis¬ 
gusted that it offered her £50 
of store vouchers instead of 
launching a full investigation 
into the matter. 

She said the store had ad¬ 
mitted its procedures were at 


fault but she had had to battle 
to even get an apology. 

She said: “I was absolutely

shocked and humiliated. 

“It was totally degrading 
to be searched in public and 


the police officers found 
nothing. 

“Normal standard proce¬ 
dure is that if the alarm goes 
off, you can approach the 
person. 

“When the officers came 
back to me from looking at the 
CCTV they said there was no 
evidence of anything having 
been stolen and that Super¬ 
drug had over-stepped the 
mark. 

“I was so upset. I have never 
stolen anything and I have 
never been in trouble with the 
law. 

“We were treated like crimi¬ 
nals. My son had to witness 
me being searched and it was 
so embarrassing as people 
were walking up and down 
the street. 

“And then they just tried to 
palm me off with some store 
vouchers. 

“They could now treat some¬ 
body else the same way and 
need to learn they cannot do 
that.”

Sutton and East Surrey Water says 
thank you as hosepipe ban ends 



Sutton and East Surrey Water would 
like to thank all its customers for their 
co-operation and support during the 
temporary use ban restricting the use of 
hosepipes which was lifted on July 9. 

The company is heavily dependent on 
ground water supplies which provide 
85 per cent of its water. These were at 
record low levels following the two- 
year drought but following the record 
rainfall since spring, the underground 
aquifers are finally recovering. 

“We were delighted to be able to lift 
the restrictions and would like to thank 
our customers for their support while 
they were in place,” said Sutton and 
East Surrey Water’s Operations Director, 
Mike Hegarty. “Demand for water stayed 
well below levels normally experienced 
at this time of year.” 

Significant - or indeed any - recharge 
of underground resources at this time of 
year is most unusual but it follows the 
abnormally heavy rainfall experienced 
since spring which has finally brought 
to an end the severe drought after 
two record dry winters. This led to 
temporary use bans being introduced by 
seven water companies on April 5. 

Winter rainfall (October to March) 
during the past two years totalled 
666mm (26.2in). The long term average 
is 863mm (34in) - a deficit of 197mm 
(7.75in), or 77 per cent. 

April to June was the wettest three 
months ever recorded for that time of 


year in Sutton and East Surrey Water’s 
supply area. Rainfall totalled 318mm 
or 12.5in. The second highest was in 
1924 but was only 245mm. Although 
it has taken a long time to soak deep 
down into the aquifers most are now 
indicating promising levels of recharge 
- in some cases at unprecedented 
levels. 

A month ago Sutton and East Surrey 
Water’s principal reference borehole 
(the Well House Inn), was at a record 
low level and showing no sign of 
recovering. It was 10 metres (33ft) 
lower than it should have been at this

time of year. Since then it has risen by 
more than seven metres (23ft). 

Low water levels in the aquifers 
triggered the introduction of Sutton 


and East Surrey Water’s Drought Plan, 
which is agreed with the Environment 
Agency, and led to the introduction of 
the temporary use ban. 

Spring and summer rainfall does 
not normally replenish underground 
resources because it runs off the hard 
ground, is sucked up by growing plants 
or evaporates. This is why autumn and 
winter rainfall is vital. 

“The increase in our underground 
resources is most welcome,” said Mike 
Hegarty. “The recharge is unprecedented 
and is the highest increase in water 
levels ever recorded in our area at this 
time of year. 

“However, we would ask customers to 
please continue to use water wisely in the 
home and the garden. It is surprising how 
much can be saved without changing 
your lifestyle. We do not know whether 
we will have another dry winter.” 

Sutton and East Surrey Water is 
continuing to replace water mains and 
drive down leakage - as it has done for 
many years. It is beating the leakage target 
set by the industry regulator, Ofwat, and 
recorded its best ever performance for 
reducing leaks in the past year.

Children left frustrated 
over plans for youth club

A youth club for disabled chil¬ 
dren has criticised Surrey 
County Council (SCC) for not 
listening after it presented a 
700-signature petition against 
plans to sell its home next 
year. 

Epsom Phab, which provides 
activities for both disabled and 
able-bodied children, has op¬ 
erated out of Linton’s Youth 
Centre, in Linton’s Lane, for 
the past 30 years. 

At a cabinet meeting in De¬ 
cember, SCC voted to sell its 
leasehold in the centre, saying 
it is old and expensive to run, 
with the aim of finding an al¬ 
ternative, cheaper venue. 

But, speaking after SCC’s 
cabinet meeting last Tuesday, 
club leader Julia Giles feels 
they are “getting nowhere” in 
securing a future for Phab, 
even though the timescale for 
the sale has been extended 
until December 2013. 

Ms Giles said: “The young¬ 
sters asked SCC at the meeting 
whether it will fulfil its obliga¬ 
tion under Epsom and Ewell 
Council’s (EEC) Plan E, a 
town centre framework, to 
work with EEC and the 
landowner to ensure commu¬ 
nity uses, including Phab, are 
retained on the site - but the 
question was avoided. 

“They keep saying there is 
an outdoor facility option at

Nescot, but Nescot has said it 
would take four to five years 
for the same level of facility to 
be built as we have now. 

“We are really concerned 
that despite having worked 
closely with them on a task 
group for the issue since 
March, SCC is not listening to 
us.” 

But cabinet member for 
community services Council¬ 
lor Kay Hammond said: “I 
recognise how anxious Phab 
has been about having to move 
away from Linton’s Lane. We 


have renegotiated terms to 
give us another year to allow 
groups using the centre to find 
a new home. 

“I’m delighted to confirm 
that Nescot, with help from 
SCC, has successfully bid for 
£1.3m of Government money 
to allow it to extend its 
facilities. 

“Nescot has agreed to dis¬ 
cuss with Phab how the group 
can be included in the plan¬ 
ning so it can use the new fa¬ 
cilities after leaving Linton’s 
Lane. 


“In addition, SCC will invest 
up to £125,000 to build a new 
floodlit games area, subject to 
final agreement with Nescot 
and planning permission.” 

Speaking to the cabinet, a 
Phab spokesman said: “If you 
agree to fulfil your obligation 
under Plan E you will get an 
A*. 

“If you continue with the de¬ 
cision you took in December 
2011, you will get an F for 
failed, as you will have failed 
the young and disabled people 
of Epsom.”

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It may be pretty, but it also could be hazardous. Hannah Stephenson reports 


Plants that come with a health warning 


School’s out for summer and 
despite the wet weather many 
children will be enjoying the 
freedom and fresh air that the 
garden offers. 

You may have already 
considered pond safety for 
toddlers and the need to put 
potentially lethal garden 
tools out of reach, but 
curious children may also put 
flowers or leaves into their 
mouths which are poisonous, 
while uninformed gardeners 
may brush against something 
which sets off an allergic 
reaction. 

Many plants give off their 
own warning signs. Some 
have an unpleasant taste 
which reduces the likelihood 
of a dangerous quantity 
being eaten, while others just 
do not look edible. 

Of course there are the 
usual suspects to watch out 
for including monkshood 
(also known as aconitum), 
which is extremely toxic. 

Often planted under trees or 
spring-flowering shrubs at 


the back of a border, bearing 
tall spikes of helmeted 
flowers in blues and purples 
in the summer, all parts of 
the plant are poisonous and a 
skin irritant, causing burning 
of the lips and mouth, intense 
vomiting, diarrhoea and 
spasms. 

Historically, monkshood 
was used by people to commit 
suicide by eating the leaves. 
Hunters in the Amazon 
rainforest also poisoned the 
tips of their arrows with it to 
kill animals. 

Many of us have laurel in 
our gardens - it belongs to 
the family that includes 
apple, cherry, plum and 
almond. But be warned that 
when you chop your laurel 
hedge the sap gives off an 
unbelievably soporific effect 
and you may fall asleep. 

Some people may suffer an 
allergic reaction from the sap 
of some plants, such as rue 
(Ruta), a low-growing plant 
with yellow flowers. Its 
herbal uses may become

insignificant if you get sap on 
your skin, which in sunlight 
can cause a blistering 
reaction which can last for 
weeks. 

Anyone who has been to the 


famous Poison Garden at 
Alnwick Castle and Gardens 
in Northumberland will have 
recognised some pretty 
common garden stalwarts 
there. Hemlock, aquilegia, 
autumn crocus (colchicum 
autum-nale), laburnum and 
helle-bores are all common 
plants you might find in your 
garden or in a hedgerow, and 
all have different levels of 
toxicity. 

The amount you would have 
to ingest to do real damage 
varies from plant to plant. 

So what other plants are 
potentially harmful? 

Glory Lily (Gloriosa 
superba) A summer- 
flowering climber, producing 
red flowers with yellow tips. 
It’s poisonous, particularly 
the corm. 

Foxglove (Digitalis) Both 
the wild and hybrids produce 
tall spikes bearing bell-like 
flowers in a variety of 
colours, and are often grown 
in partial shade, reaching 
heights of up to 6ft. All parts 


of the plant are poisonous 

Dumb cane (Dieffen- 
bachia) This large-leaved 
houseplant is poisonous, 
while the sap can cause skin 
and eye irritation. 

Morning Glory (Ipomoea) 
This lovely garden climber, 
with heart-shaped leaves and 
large, trumpet-like flowers, 
adorns many trellises and 
archways in summer, but it is 
also poisonous. 

Fremontodendron In 
terms of bright yellow 
colours, the flowers of this 
Californian beauty are 
unsurpassed. It is called the 
flannel bush in its native land 
for the hairy undersides of its 
leaves, but it is a skin and eye 
irritant, so be careful when 
pruning. 

Woody Nightshade 
(Solanum dulcamara) Most 
species of solanum are 
poisonous and this 
scrambling perennial is often 
found in hedgerows and on 
shingle beaches, with oval 
leaves and purple flowers 


with yellow stamens, 
flowering from May to 
September. The berries are 
red and poisonous while the 
rest of the plant is a skin and 
eye irritant. 

Sumach (Rhus 
verniciflua, R. radicans, R. 
succedanea) This tree has 
extremely toxic sap. If you 
are taking one down, clean 
your chain saw afterwards. 

Giant hogweed 
(Heracleum mante- 
gazzianum) The hairs on the 
stems and the undersides of 
the leaves of this invasive 
wetland plant carry 
poisonous sap. Brushing 
against this plant can leave 
you with large and very 
painful blisters. It’s a severe 
skin irritant in bright 
sunlight. 

The main message from the 
Royal Horticultural Society is 
that you should be aware of 
the plants which are toxic - 
and teach your kids that if it 
isn’t a recognised food, don’t 
eat it.

Former Glyn Technology 
School student Jack Cork’s 
Olympic dream is still alive 
after Great Britain stormed to 
the top of their group with a 
comfortable win over United 
Arab Emirates on Sunday. 

Stuart Pearce’s young team 
held off a talented UAE side at 
Wembley to secure a 3-1 win 
and top Group A with one 
match to play. 

For the second consecutive 
match Southampton player 


Cork was brought in as a re¬ 
placement for Welshman 
Craig Bellamy. 

The 23-year-old played an at¬ 
tacking midfield role and 
helped the side keep posses¬ 
sion to see off UAE who had 
briefly threatened to take the 
lead earlier in the contest. 

Captain Ryan Giggs, 38, rose 
to meet Bellamy’s cross after 
14 minutes to give GB the lead, 
and become the oldest 
goalscorer in Olympic history. 


But, after wasting several 
chances, Rashed Eisa 
equalised for UAE and five 
minutes later GB could easily 
have fallen behind. 

However, a clever substitu¬ 
tion by Pearce with 20 minutes 
to go saw replacement Scott 
Sinclair, from Swansea, score 
with his first touch of the ball. 

The win was sealed within 
five minutes when Manches¬ 
ter United playmaker Tom 
Cleverley played a superb 


through ball to Chelsea for¬ 
ward Daniel Sturridge who 
brilliantly lifted it over the 
out rushing Emirates’ goal¬ 
keeper. 

After drawing 1-1 with Sene¬ 
gal in their opening game, 
Great Britain remained slight 
favourites to beat Uruguay, 
containing Liverpool striker 
Luis Suarez, in the group de¬ 
cider last night to guarantee 
qualification for the latter 
stages of the competition. 


Speaking after Sunday’s 
win, midfielder Cork said: 
“The opening ceremony was 
amazing on Friday night, I’ve 
never seen anything like it. 

”It was great to get a win 
though tonight. It was just 
what we needed to kick on 
now. But there is a huge 
game on Wednesday so we 
hope everyone can get behind 
us again.” 

Cork and the rest of the 
squad’s gold medal hopes re¬ 


ceived a major boost after 
favourites - and World, Euro¬ 
pean and youth champions - 
Spain lost to minnows Hon¬ 
duras on Sunday. 

The result was Spain’s sec¬ 
ond defeat after last week’s 1- 
0 loss to Japan. 

Brazil represent the tough¬ 
est opponents left in the tour¬ 
nament although GB will 
have to be wary of the threat 
from a young, but rapidly im¬ 
proving, Mexico side. 


Exemplary student makes Games Father so proud of son representing GB

Olympian Jack Cork has 
been praised by the 
teacher who coached 
him in football, paying 
tribute to the “exemplary” 
student. 

Cork follows two other 
former Glyn pupils who 
were selected as 
Olympians - Tony Jarvis, 
Team GB’s swimming cap¬ 
tain in 1968, and Paul 
Stimpson, Team GB’s bas¬ 
ketball captain in 1984. 

Iain Kilpatrick, who 
coached football at Glyn 
School and taught Cork 
PE, said: “Jack was a 
fully committed student 
throughout his time at 
Glyn - both academically 
and in extra-curricular 
sport. 

“His commitment to the 
school’s football teams, at 
all age levels, was exem¬ 
plary and even while on 
Chelsea’s books he was 
still keen to represent his

school during the week 
and at weekends. 

“Jack approached all les¬ 
sons and all activities with 
the same determination, 
effort and enthusiasm as 
he showed in his football. 

“He was part of an accel¬ 
erated learning group, 
taking his GCSEs a year 
early and, among other 
excellent results, he 
gained an A* grade in 
GCSE PE. 

“This reflected an excel¬ 
lent all-round ability, espe¬ 
cially in athletics and 
gymnastics and, to date, he 
still holds the short-course 
cross-country record 
around the perimeter of 
the school.” 

Glyn school added: “It is 
with pride and great pleas¬ 
ure that we wish Jack 
Cork many congratula¬ 
tions for his selection - 
clearly a pinnacle in any 
sportsman’s career.” 


FA Cup winner Alan Cork is 
hoping his son Jack can add a 
Team GB gold to the family 
trophy cabinet. 

His father Alan, 53, said the 
highlight of his 18-year-play- 
ing career was lifting the FA 
Cup with Wimbledon in 1988. 

Cork senior, who has been 
working as a scout for Team 
GB manager Stuart Pearce 
for both Team GB and Eng¬ 
land U21’s, said: “Its been re¬ 
ally nice for him to be 
involved, he is a very lucky 
lad. 

“There are 18 players in¬ 
volved in the squad. It doesn’t 
matter who plays, so long as 
they can all get a medal.” 

In what epitomises the 
changing attitude of football 
as a whole, Cork senior said 
of his son: “He is a much bet¬ 
ter player than I was. He just 
can’t seem to score goals, he 
is more of a defensive mid¬ 
fielder, but he is a better ath¬ 
lete. Thing is, the difference 


between us is he enjoys train¬ 
ing, I hated it. I would sooner 
be down the pub.” 

Jack signed a four-year con¬ 
tract with recently promoted 
Southampton after starting 
out at Chelsea, before loan 
spells at Coventry and Burn¬ 
ley among others. 

Father Alan said: “It’s nice 


for Jack to finally get settled 
at Southampton. 

“It’s great for everyone 
down there, for everyone who 
went to the same school, and 
everyone involved with him 
to see him competing at the 
Olympics. 

“Everyone is very proud of 
him.” 
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The greatest show on earth finally 
came to London on Friday and 
burst into life with an opening cere¬ 
mony that will live long in the mem¬ 
ory for its scale and imagination. 

A £27m budget and a cast of 
15,000 - including the Queen and 
James Bond - ensured a two bil¬ 
lion global audience was gripped 
for the duration of the Isles of 
Wonder-themed show that carried 
viewers on a musical and literary 
journey through Britain’s her¬ 
itage, from feudal to future. 


Oscar-winning director Danny 
Boyle’s spectacular featured an 
idyllic recreation of the English 
countryside, echoing William 
Blake’s Jerusalem, which gave 
way to the dark satanic mills of the 
Industrial Revolution that erupted 
like a volcano out of the centre 
staging - culminating in the cre¬ 
ation and merging of the Olympic 
rings in a blaze of molten fury in 
what will be one of the iconic im¬ 
ages of the London Games. 

The Queen stole the show, 


opening the 30th Olympiad - and 
London’s third - after apparently 
sky-diving into the stadium with 
James Bond. 

Shakespeare, the creation of the 
internet, the NHS, contribution to 
pop music, and Peter Pan were all 
lauded as first rate examples of 
British achievement - before a 
sombre reflection on the London 
Tube bombings preceded the ar¬ 
rival of the athletes. 

As Team GB entered the arena, 
seven billion pieces of paper 


cascaded into the stadium - repre¬ 
senting one for every person in the 
world. And, in a surprise break 
with tradition, the Olympic caul¬ 
dron - made up of 204 petals repre¬ 
senting each nation taking part - 
was lit by seven aspiring athletes 
after being carried into the stadi¬ 
um by Britain’s greatest Olympian 
- five-time Olympic gold medallist 
Sir Steve Redgrave. 

The sheer scale of the produc¬ 
tion, the sets, the machinery, 
the heritage and the pride - 


interspersed with eccentric British 
humour - worked most into a patri¬ 
otic fervour, which crescendoed 
when Paul McCartney, along with 
70,000 in the stadium and millions 
at home - sang Hey Jude. 

For three hours on Friday, Lon¬ 
don and Britain were exposed to 
the world, and Boyle, his creative 
team and an army of volunteers, 
succeeded in producing a show 
that set the tone for the Games 
with a truly stunning and awe¬ 
some and spectacle.
